Strathcona, dune 80.—-The lowest

Estimates were finally sumitted and the 
current figures passed reached a total 
of $100,000, ta whieh was added the 
$40,000 required by the public schools 
and the $5,274 for the Separate school, 
giving a grand total upon which = to 
strike a rate of 445,274. The feeling 
seemed to be general in couneil that 
the vate should figure out considerably 
reduced from the 19 mill assessment of 
last year but whea the division was 
made Ald, Richards’ announcement 
that the resull was 10 1-2 mills occa- 
sioned momentary consternation on the 
part of some. (lowever, Ald. Richards 
reminded the members of the surplus 
of $738,000 spoken of by the city adui- 
for in his report for the year ending 
December $4, £940, which it was sug- 
gested should be returned in some way 
io the ratepayers. ‘Taking $60,000 of 
this amount and the rate of 12 mills 
was found to be feasible for the pres- 
ent year. 

Objection to Low Rate 

The tdea of a 412 mill rate dia nol 
appeal to Mayor Davies. He pointed 
out that there might be no end of 
trouble arise if all the surplus, more 
or less available, should be utilized to 
bring down the lax rate for just one 
year, He saw a possible danger to the 
amalgamation cause in this momentary 
decrease, 

‘his surplus has been obtained at 
the people's expense in the past and 1 
for one am in favor of giving the rate- 
payers the benefit of a possible low 
rate,” declared Ald. Richards, ehairman 
during this order of business.

New York, June 30.—The dismissal 
of C. Grant La Farge, the arehiteet of 
the Cathedral of St. Jolin the Divine, 
now in course of construetion, by the 
trustees of the echureh throws an in- 
teresting light upon the peeuliar meth- 
ods employed in the erection of that 
great church edifiee which is to erawn 
Morningside Heights, Mr. La Farge 
and his former partner, the late George 
LL, Heins, were the architects who made 
the original plans for the chureh, about 
twenty years aio, They were in 
charge of the work of construction 
ever since the work began, until Mr. 
Heins died, Then Mr. B. W. Morris 
joined Mr. La Farge in the task of su- 
perintending the construction of the 
ehurch, it appears that the original 
plans, which had been aceepted by the 
trustees of St. John, were never fol- 
lowed.

Mr. Oliver Does Well 
To Call a Meeting 


Frank Oliver has decided to hold a meeting, under the auspices 
of his hand picked association. ‘ 

This is in line with the action which, as a representative of the 
people he should pursue, and his decision to meet the electorate will 
be hailed with glad acclaim by his friends in the city. 

There are certainly many reasons why a meeting should be held 
at the present time, for there are a number of things which should 
be cleared up. 

In the first place, there is the matter of the $69,350. It is to be 
hoped that Mr. Oliver will take advantage of the opportunity tonight 
to explain where this :noney really did come from. Ii, as Senator 
Talbot says, it was campaign funds placed in Mr. Oliver's hands for 
the purpose of carrying Alberta for the Liberal party, Mr. Oliver 
should explain who is the patriot who tendered such large sums in} 
the interests of good government, and what particular brand of good 
government the patriot hoped to see triumph. 

Also Mr, Oliver should take advantage of the opportunity to ex- | 
plain what became of the money. If it was campaign funds, he 
should assure his hearers that expenditures made a year in advance | 
of the election were election expenses, and that payments out two | 
years after the election were in the same cause. This is particularly 
intresting to the Edmonton public, especially in view of the fact that 
so far as Frank Oliver is concerned there are reported to be some | 
canipaign expenses which he has not met yet. | 

Then Mr. Oliver might explain that White-Boyle letter. On the | 
occasion of his last meeting in the city Mr. Oliver stated that he was | 
not a party to an intrigue to wreck the Rutherford administration, 
and that the man who said he was was a liar. Mr. Oliver now has the | 
specific statement of Mr. White which he may attack. If Mr. White 
had no information on which to put in working the statement that | 
Mr. Oliver was jubilant at the overthrow of the Alberta government, 
now is the time for the minister of the Interior to say so, and to re- 
pudiate any understanding with Mr. Boyle or anyone else in this | 
connection. Not necessarily for publication, but just as a matter of | 
good faith, he might produce the cancelled checks to show that none | 
of them went to Mr. Boyle, for destruction purposes. | 

These little matters and a few others might just as well be| 
cleared up now. An election is coming within the next year, and if 
the party is to get together, as the Bulletin has been wont to suggest, 
any misunderstandings should be wiped away without delay. | 

Certainly Mr. Oliver does well to call a meeting. His friends 
would have been greatly disappointed had he failed to do so. 


The Observer Gentleman 
Not Altogether Disinterested 


Fanned to a frenzy by the publication of the White-Boyle letter, 
the Vegreville Observer, spokesman for “Nobby’’ White, hurls a 
whole column of hand-set 10-point at the Capital, charging this paper | 
with everything from skulduggery to house prowling, and intimating | 
that while the letter is genuine it does not mean anything. 

The Observer disclaims being a political instrument for the pro- | 
motion of the White interests, but in this connection it is worthy of 
note that the editor, Mr. Horton is not altogether out of touch with 
the powers that be in Ottawa, and that, when necessary, a recom- 
mendation which might profit him personally is not always lacking. 

For instance, there was a post-office site purchased in Vegreville 
not so long ago. If the patronage system works as well in that dis- 
trict as it does in the Edmonton district it is to be presumed that such 
purchases are made on the recommendation of the sitting member. 
At any rate, the citizens of Vegreville asked the same privilege as 
was exercised by the citizens of Strathcona a year ago when they 
voted on a plebiscite to determine where the post office should be 
located. But for reasons not apparent at this distance, the right was 
denied and the site was purchased without reference to the citizens. 

And when the smoke had cleared away it was discovered that } 
the party who sold the lots to the Dominion government in the con- 
stituency which Mr. White represents was his worthy friend, Mr. 
Horton, of the Observer. 

Of course it is easy to understand that this has nothing to do 
with Mr. Horton’s strenuous support of Mr. White. How could it 
have?
